1. Applicants' response filed on February 11, 2008 has been considered and acknowledged. 

Examiner's Amendment 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions 
be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312. To 
ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of 
the issue fee.

Cancel claims 22-31, 33, 36, 40-47, 56-57. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-21, 32, 34-35, 38-39, 48-55 are allowed. 

The present invention is drawn to a method of detecting a target nucleic acid comprising 
hybridizing a single-stranded target nucleic acid to a capture sequence probe and a signal 
sequence probe to form a hybrid complex, adding a blocker probe to the hybridization reaction, 
wherein said blocker probe hybridizes to excess non-hybridized capture sequence probes, 
capturing the hybrid complex to form a bound hybrid complex and detecting the presence of the 
hybrid complex as a target nucleic acid. The closet prior art (Mazzulli et al. (J Clin Microbiol, 
Vol. 37 (4), pp. 958-963, 1999) teaches said method however the closest prior art did not teach 
blocker probe to remove excess non-hybridized probes from the reaction mixture as required by 
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the instant claims. Thus the instant claimed invention was not taught or obvious over the prior 
art.
